A Lone and Wild Run for the Fire

At 9:45 o'clock on Saturday Bight, on 


alarm of fire was struck on the west side 
engine house bell, which was responded 
to by the flre department in their usual 
quick tfino. AB people turccd out in the 
fierce storm which prevailed at the time, 
they discovered that the whole fourth and 
filth wards were illuminated by the re- 
flection of the lire, and word was passed 
from ear to ear that the Congregational 
church was on flre. The firemen put 
their horses to their utmost speed, and 
when Milwaukee street was reached they 
discovered that tha fire was lowc-r down 
m the fourth ward. The east side enpine 
went down Eiver street, while the west 
aide engine, the hose carts and hook and 
ladder truck took streets further up. 
After cscertaining that the fire was in 
Monterey, the whole fira department and 
many hundreds of citizens, made all 
haste to reach the scene. The ilames at 
this time illuminated the entire city, and 
all realized that an eitemve fire was in 
progress. 
Not until reaching Center 


and Western avenues did the Creroeii 
righly locate the fire, which'was in J. H. 
Gateley's ice house near the "big rock." 
The engines were soon at work, but the 
immense roof of the ice hoaeo was about 
ready to fall in when the firemen arrived, 
and. it was impossible to save it. The 
department quickly darkened the scene 
but

until 
one 


o'clock that the fire was extinguished 
and'the firemen returned to their respec- 
tive homes. 


The building, which contnjncd nbotit 


eighteen hundred tons of. ice, was badly 
wrecked, if .not made entirely useless. 
ThJ roof was entirely destroyed, and 
many of thet-ntnys and braces burned so 
that- there is danger of the side and end 
walls falling out. The ice is also badly 
damaged. There wos an insurance on 
the building of 81,200 in the Germania 
represented by the agency oC Riploy ' & 
Dutton. The loea will not fall far bolow 
that amount, and may possibly exceed 
those figures! Tbe ice was valued at 
about S500, upon which there was no in- 
surance. 


There is no doubt that the building 


was set on flro, but for what purpose, is 
a mystery.
